Rather a Soper with fight 
than a Rossi without it. Were 
Soper on the Juventus team 
and were Soper, like Rossi, the 
only striker in the line-up, Ju- 
ventus would have shown a bit 
more on Sunday. 

Soper had his feft shin 
scraped open from knee to 
ankle by Marco Tardelli’s 
studs in the 10th minute. He in- 
formed the bench his leg had 
gone numb. Coach Frank Arek 
warmed up Frank Farina to 
take Soper’s place, yet Soper 
carried on for 34 minutes, 
during which he scored one 
goal, had three narrow misses 
and set up twe good chances 
for John Kosmina and Ken 
Murphy. 

“If anything has come out of 
this series, it is that Soper is a 
key player who can keep his 
cool no matter what they have 
written about him,’’ Arok said 
after the match. 

“And now Australia has four 
or five strikers, whereas be- 
forehand we had one or one 
and a half.”’ 

But while praising Soper’s 
efforts, let us also pay tribute 
to the other heroes — O’Gon- 
nor, Murphy, Davidson, and 
David Ratcliffe. 

Murphy, O’Connor and 
Soper were the main con- 
testants for the man-of-the- 
match award, but the nod went 
to Murphy because Soper was 
on the field for only one half. 
He was a human dynamo in 
midfield, tackling fiercely, 
winning the ball, passing accu- 
Tately, crossing purposefully 
and also trying to shoot at 
every opportunity. 

In matches like these, you 
look for things that are extra- 
ordinary for the individual 
concerned. In O’Cennor’s 
case, he played calm passes to 
get out of tight situations, de- 
livered inspired passes for 





which he is not renowned in 
club soccer, and of course 
scored his third goal, making 
him Australia’s top scorer of 
the series so far. 

In between, he also kept his 
oponent, Giovanni Koetting, 
out of the action. 

Davidson, as usual, was the 
prime mover on the right flank 
and most of the goal-mouth 
action resulted from his build- 
up play. Farina cut the Ju- 
ventus defence to ribbons 
when he came on, hit the post 
with a shot and was prevented 
from scoring at least one by a 
professional foul from Nicola 
Caricola. Only 19, Farina 
could have had four goats had 
he had a little more ex- 
perience. 

While the Socceroos thrilled 
the 14,000 crowd with their 
nen-stop attacks in the second 
half, Juventus was tremen- 
dously disappointing. It had no 
fire, little imagination, vir- 
tually no get-up-and-go. 

With Zbigniew Boniek out in- 
jured, Juventus's attack was 
as impotent as a homosexual 
with Bo Derek. 

Marco Tardelli, hero of 
Italy's World Cup victory, was 
taken off by coach Trapattoni 
yet again. Beniamino Vignola 
also was replaced after a sor- 
rowful display and Prandelli 
was ordinary. 

The only players to show 
desperation were stopper 
Sergio Brio and goalkeeper 
Bodini who got his chance 
ahead of Tacconi. 

Back to Trapattoni who, 
along with Iraklis’s assistant 
coach Telly Batakis and coach 
Friedel Rausch, is the finest 
sportsman to grace our sta- 
diums during this series. 

“OK, we did not have 
Boniek and Gentile, but we 
make no excuses. The Austral- 
ian team had to win on its mer- 
its,’ Trapattoni said. 

‘“‘We had some young 


- players in the team today, and 


they have to learn that soccer 
ig a competitive game, and 
eat they have to fight for the 
ball.”* 

About Cabrini’s send-off, he 
said: “‘He reacted badly and I 
am in favor of the referee's 
decision.” 

The referee, Richard Lo- 
renc, gnctdcatally, was the 
best of the series so far. He 
was strong, decisive and 
correct at all times with the 
exception of Cabrini’s’ first 
foul on Soper — an elbow to the 
head — which deterved a send- 
off rather than a yellow card. 

The victory left Australia 
with a tied result Against Ju- 
ventus after three, games,

having drawn 1-1] in Mel- 
bourne, lost 2-4 in Adelaide and 
won 2-0 in Sydney. 
_ Over the entire series, the 
Socceroos were one goal 
ahead, having scored 11] goals 
to 10 in winning two, drawing 
four and losing only one game. 
Arok, mastermind tactician 
and team builder extra- 
ordinaire, sees three goals 
achieved: team stability, the 
development of an attacking 
approach and the emergence 
of household names among his 
Socceroos. 


All the glory, he says, 
belongs to the men who wear 
the green and gold. When a 
photographer asked him after 
the game to pose with goalsco- 
rers Soper and O'Connor, he 
said: ‘‘Take the goalscorers 
separately. The glory is theirs. 
1 have nothing to do with it.’’ 

And so to the match, 

It was Davidson who was 
building most of the play 
early. After wriggling past 
Cabrini on the right, in-the 11th 
minute, he sent the ball inside 
for Soper, who stuck out his 
foot but sent the ball over the 
bar. 

Soper, bleeding from the 
shin after being injured by 
Tardelli, headed the ball back 
from the far post to set up a 
chance for Kosmina, but Brio 
got his body in front of Kos- 
mina to prevent a goal. 

And then goalkeeper Bodini 
made a desperate lunge to turn 
away a deflected shot from 
Soper after a fine build-up in- 
volving Davidson, Kosmina 
and Soper himself. 

But Soper got the goal he 
had wanted so badly in the 30th 
minute — his first goal for 
Australia. Murphy delivered a

corner, David Ratcliffe 
headed it to the far post and 
there was Soper, getting in 
front of Cabrini to nod it in. 

Cabrini was hopping mad 
now.

Watson 
robbed Bonini of the ball and 
saw his cross bounce off the 
crossbar, and Farina, after a 
Sizzling run, shot too high. 

A through ball from Charlie 
Yankos sent Kosmina into the 
clear, but he failed to shoot 
and lost his chance, and. then 
Farina missed again after run- 
ning into the box. 

Another shot by Kosmina 
was turned desperately over 
the bar by the goalkeeper but 
finally Australia got the goal it 
had pushed so hard for.

Instead, he has preferred to praise the 
team as a whole, claiming that if one 
player looked good on the park, it was 
probably because his teammates did so 
much work for him — feeding him the 
ball, creating space for him, and so on. 

Therefore, it was with some sur- 
prise that Arok made critical remarks 
of Alan Davidson, a player on whom 
unbounded praise has been heaped by 
some sections of the media. 

“| have not been totally happy with Da- 
vidson’s contribution to the attack,” Arok 
said last week. 

“His overlapping skills are poor when 
compared to our left side.” 


When asked about the possibility of a fit

team, Arok was amazingly blunt. 

*'There would be no battle between 
the two. Skeen would be in,”’ he said. 

“But that doesn’t mean Davidson would 
be out. | would prefer to use him in mid- 
field, and so what we would have would 
be a fight for the midfield positions. 

"I'm not saying that Skeen would have 
a god-given right to the position — if he 
didn’t fulfil expectations he would not hold 
onto it. 

“But Skeen has more aggressiveness as 
a defender than Davidson,.” 

Arok said it was always important for a 
defender to realise that if he went forward 
he could not risk being caught in posses- 
sion, or give a sloppy pass. 

While there has been much praise for 
Davidson, one of his flaws seems to be his 
tendency to give the ball away. 

Arok said he needs his defenders and 
midfielders to carry the extra burden of at- 
tack, and that if they fail, the team’s stri- 
king power will be paralysed. 

“ don't find it strange that we have had 
players like Steve O'Connor, Dave Rat- 
cliffe, Charlie Yankos and Jimmy Cant 


scoring goals,” Arok said. 

“Nowadays, strikers do not get much 
room in the box. 

“We need our midfielders and defenders 
to come through and make use of the 
space created by the strikers, and that's 
what's been happening. 

“tt doesn’t surprise me — it delights 
me.” 

He also said it would be foolish of the 
Socceroos not to utilise the ‘air power’ of 
players like O'Connor and Ratcliffe. 

“We have to use aS Many weapons as 
possible.” 

He said it could seem silly for him to say 
that he has been pleased with the per- 
formance of the ‘A’ team squad; “It would 
be an understatement,” Arok said. 


Of the squad he said 14 had performed 
up to and beyond his expectations, while 
the others could be given more time to fit 
into his scheme of things. 

“tt has always been my Intention to 
first and foremost get a settiod team 
...8 team where the general soccer 
public can say: Oh yesh, Greedy Is the 





’keeper, Yankos is the sweeper, and 
50 on. 


“That settled state is important for 
image and for the team, so that the players 
get to know each others’ style. 


“Now | think there are nine settied posi- 
tions, and that leaves me room to mix 
around my combinations with the other 
two,” he said. 

As far as the Australian team for the end 
of season European tour was concerned, 
Arok said he already had a pretty good 
idea of what the tour party would be like. 

“David Mitchell, may not be able to get 
clearance from Glasgow Rangers for 
Australia’s World Cup elimination match- 
es,” he said. 

“lf he can't get clearance, then thats 
too bad,”’ Arok said. 

“I’m not going to do a song and 
dance to get Mitchell into the squad, 
because I think that would be an insult 
to the players here. 

"We've lost players through injury be- 
fore, and we've just battled on. | will do 
the same if Mitchell, or anyone else who 
goes overseas, can’t get leave to play for 
his country.”

Think of Juventus 
and the mind auto- 
matically focuses 
upon Platini, Boniek 
or Rossi, but many 
experts would rank 
Marco Tardelli as an 
equally important 
figure in the Zebras’ 
recent success story. 


Indeed, shortly after Zico 
joined Udinense, the Brazilian 
superstar was asked whom he 
considered to be the Italian 
league’s best player. His re- 
sponse was: “Tardelli is the 
top player in Italy. He’s a fine 
all-rounder, who would find a 
place in any national team in 
the world. He can tackle, score 
goals, organise the midfield, is 
good in the air and quick on the 
ground. You can’t ask much 
more of any player.” 

This testimonial illustrates 
how Tardelli’s on-field image 
had changed in a remarkably 
short time, for only a few 
years ago he was known ex- 
clusively as a rugged and ruth- 
less exponent of man-to-man 
marking. 

His career started, as an 18- 
year-old, ‘with Serie C side 
Pisa. After two seasons, he 
moved up a division when 
transferred to Como. 

But, Tardelli spent just a 
single year in Lombardy, 
before Juventus spotted his po- 
tential. 

He had been with the Turin 
club only 10 months when 
making an excellent debut for 
Italy “B”. A call-up for the 
senior team came after just 
two games. 

It was the 1978 Mundial 
which first brought Tardelli to 
the world’s attention and when 
Argentina staged a match 
against the Rest of the World 
to commemorate the first an- 
niversary of its triumph in the 
same tournament, he gained a 
place in the visitors’ midfield. 

Tardelli’s efficient marking 
of Diego Maradona paved the 
way for the “‘Rest’s” 2-1 win, 
but he suffered the indignity of 
being sent off late in the game. 


Yet, his dominance of Kevin 
Keegan during the 1980 Eu- 
ropean Championship proved 
him able to play effectively 
without resorting to foul play- 


By the time 1982’s World 
Cup finals started Enzot Bear- 
zot was getting the best out of 
Tardelli for Italy, not only util- 
ising his proven ability of tack- 
ling and tight marking, but 
also the largely untapped re- 
sources of magnificent dis- 
tribution, speed moving into 
space and crisp shooting. 


His performance in the final 
against West Germany, during 
which he scored a goal to add 
to the one smashed into Ar- 
gentina’s net earlier, earned 
him the Man of the Match 
Award.

Quick thinking by assist- 
ant Australia B coach John 
Margaritis. may have 
averted a walk-off by tou- 
ring Greek team Iraklis in 
its match at Lang Park 
last week. 


Amid wild scenes and 
heated verbal exchanges only 
12 minutes into the second 
half, Margaritis became the 
mediator between Brisbane 
referee Alan Kibbler, the Aus- 
tralians and the emotional 
Greeks. 

Iraklis coach Telis Batakis 
had called his players to the 
sideline after fullback George 
Orfanidis was shown the red 
card for an alleged dangerous 
tackle on “B’’ team midfielder 
Richard Miranda. 

Miranda was taken to hospi- 
tal after the incident and 
X-rays revealed a bone flake 
had been chipped off his ankle. 
He was also joined at the hos- 
pital by John O’Shea who had a 
shin injury. 

On the park the situation 
raged almost out of control for 
nearly five minutes and stun- 
ned the small crowd com- 
prising mostly Greeks. 

But it was Margaritis who 
(helped restore order, and 
Kibbler decided not to send off 
Orfanidis after all. 

Until then, Kibbler had been 
prepared to stand by his deci- 
sion to oust Orfanidis over his 
foul on Miranda. 

Iraklis claimed it had been a 
50-50 ball. 

**] was prepared to let them 
walk off. I would have, only for 
an Australian official (Mar- 
garitis) approaching me in a 
bid to salvage the situation,” 
Kibbler said. 


Although Batakis claimed 
later he had only called his 
players to the sideline “‘to cool 
off’’, Queensland Soccer Fed- 
eration officials, who raced 
onto the field, said later they 
had no doubts at the time that 
a walk-off was imminent. 


The incident brought to a 
head the ill-feeling which 
cruelled the game. 


Kibbler repeatedly had 
warned players on both sides 
for wild tackles in the first 
half. 


Football went by the board 
and the only real goalscoring 
opportunity fell for the free- 
running Jim Patikas who fired 
a low shot to the bottom right- 
hand corner but Blagoj Geor- 
giev turned the attempt 
around the post. 


Australia “B coach Eddie 
Thomson was bitterly dis- 
appointed with his players, 
who he said had forgotten their 
own game in the face of pres- 
sure. 


‘All the good work we had 
achieved in the past weeks 
went to waste. Under pressure 
we are not half the team we 
can be,’ Thomson said. 


“They were there for the 
taking, but we played badly. 
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You are going to get kicked in 
international football and we 
showed a real lack of ex- 
perience by letting our game 
go as a result.” 

Thomson didn’t mince 
words either over the tackle on 
Miranda. 

*Piabolical, you go to jail 
for tackles like that,”’ he said. 

Ironically, it was after the 
flare-up that both sides played 
their best football.

Never before had a national coach 
adopted such a daring, audacious ap- 
proach to a game against world-class 
opposition. Frank Arok made five 
changes to the team that had drawn 
1-1 with Juventus, in contrast, used 
only one, Paolo Rossi, most of the 
time. Zbigniew Boniek, who scored 
three, operated from midfield. 


Arok had announced three separate strategies 
before the series against Juventus started in Mel- 
bourne. In the first game, he said, the Secceroos 
would try to play the same game as Juventus. In the 
second, weight of numbers was to be applied on Ju- 
ventus’s defence, and in the last, at the SCG last Sat- 
‘urday, Australia was to try to harrass Juventus off its 


game. _ 


The presence of so many attacking players — who 
also dropped back and closed down — enabled Aust- 
ralia to keep Juventus pinned in defence for almost 
the entire second half, and send countless crosses 
Eaiaie into the penalty area, mainly from Alan Da- 
v r 

After Jim Cant had scored, and the scoreline read 
2-1, Australia had ample chances to draw the match. 
It was only in the last nine minutes that the Socceroos 
bécame suckers. Juventus was waiting patiently for 
breaks, and Boniek accepted his opportunities glee- 
fully when the Australian defenders abandoned their 
positions in the mad scramble to attack. 

Arok’s four-pronged forward line unfortunately 
lacked a clinical finisher like Boniek. John Kosmina 
in the middle, Jacked the speed and mobility to threat- 
en the calm, professional Juventus attack. Marshall 
Soper and David Mitchell were the most dangerous of 
the four attackers but both saw promising shots de- 
flected past for corners. Mitchell was the focal point 
of most of the crosses during the second half. 

The old adage that attack is the best form of 
defence held true for Australia for much of the game. 
With four attacking players strung out across the 
field, Australis defied Juventus to make even the 
slightest mistake in defence. To counter the four for- 
wards, the Juventus defenders had to limit their for- 
ward movements, meaning the Italians weren’t able 
to attack with as many men as it would have liked. 
And that meant Australia was able to get away with 
having only one recognised midfielder, Jim Cant, sup- 
ported by Alan Davidson who once again was Austra- 
lia’s star performer. 

Well, they got away with it for most of the game, 


anyway. 

It would have worked better had Graham Jennings 
not been forced by injury, to withdraw from the 
match. He provides on the left the running power and 
the crosses that Davidson provides on the right. But

Jennings’s replacement, Alex Robertson of Sydney 
Hakoah, is a sweeper who can’t do the left-back job as 
well as Jennings can. 

Steve O’Connor took over from David Ratcliffe as 
the marker for Paolo Rossi, leaving Ratcliffe without 


. an opponent most of the time. He put a lot of effort 


and a lot of zest into pushing forward, and he should 
have scored with a diving header while unmarked at 
the far post, but in the final analysis, he should have 
been back in the defence when Juventus — or rather 
Boniek — counter-attacked with such devastating ef- 
fect. 

Cant in midfield continues to be the revelation of 
the series. Possessing the same grit and hunger as the 
other Socceroos, Cant also is shrewd on the ball and 
has a high level of skill. What’s more, he can play 
midfield, full back or sweeper. 

Juventus had hoped to use Claudio Gentile at right 
back, but injury kept him out once more. Again, it was 
Nicola Caricola who played in that position — and he 
emerged as one of Juventus’s stars. 

Giovanni Koetting came into the team in place of 
Domenico Penzo, and like Caricola, Koetting had an 
excellent match until he, Marco Tardelli and Bend- 
iamino Vignola all were substituted in the 67th minute 
— presumably because fresh legs were needed to 
match Australia’s running. 


Gaetano Scirea shone as usual in his libero’s role. 
The number in Australia’s attack prevented him from 
taking chances, so he chose not to attack as often as 
usual, and used his talents defensively instead. 

Massimo Bonini put on a powerful, hard-tackling 
midfield performance, but the star of course was Bo- 
niek. Goalkeeper Tacconi also had a decisive effect on 
the match, as he made many fine saves — especially 
from Soper in the first half. 

As had been the case in Melbourne, however, Tac- 
coni should have had a penalty awarded against him. 
In Melbourne, he had punched Soper. time, he 
floored Soper by diving at the forward’s legs. 

And Boniek escaped a send-off as he had in Mel- 
bourne. This time it was Davidson whom Boniek punc- 
hed — right in front of referee Don Campbell who did 
no more than show him the yellow card. In Mel- 
bourne, you will remember, Boniek punched Watson. 
Whether either incident was provoked is beside the 
point, for the rules state that such violent retaliation 
demands a send-off. 

The match was preceded by Scottish bagpipe music 
from a kilted band, which seemed completely in- 
appropriate for a match between Australians and Ital- 
jians. “Ti Amo Juventus”’ signs were prominent in the 
crowd. 

But Soper gave the Italian fans a fright in the 6th 
minute, as he brought down an inspired long ball from 
Ratcliffe, inside the penalty area. Unfortunately for 


- Australia, Soper fumbled momentarily and the 


defence fouad time to block his shot. 

The first goal followed almost immediatelv. Boniek 
took a pass from Koetting. Yankos tried to 
slide — tackle the ball away from Boniek who never- 
theless, ran through and buried the ball past Greedy. 
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Disaster threatened again two minutes later, when 
Greedy failed to hold a cross from Tardelli. It went 
out to Vignola who cut it square, looking for Koetting 
to put it away, but Yankos cleared poweriully. 

Australia kept driving forward through Davidson on 
the right flank, and in a move started by him, the ball 
travelled via Farina and Robertson to Soper who got 
his foot to it. but sent it just wide for the post. 

It was a heart-stopping moment for Australia when 
Soper shot from a slight angle in the 17th minute, and 
watched in anguish as the ball, deflected by Tacconi, 
trickled only centimetres past the far post. 

Tacconi also held a drive by Mitchell, who had been 
set up by Davidson’s cross, and at the other end, 
Greedy changed position at the jast moment to get 
down to a deflected shot from Koetting who had been 
set up by Rossi. 

Soper went down hurt after going up for a towering 
header, and as he ran past the bench he said: “I’m in 
trouble.” He remained in pain for the rest of the 
game, but carried on gallantly nevertheless. 

Davidson, continuing to make the play in midfield, 
was chopped down by Boniek who doesn’t at all mind 
dishing out the rough stuff. The free kick, taken by 
Cant, caused problems galore in the Juventus 
defence, with Farina, Robertson, Kosmina and Rat- 
cliffe threatening the goal. 

Down by a goa! at half time, Australia was still well 
in it, but things started to look bleak when Rossi 
scored only three minutes after half time. Boniek 
crossed from the left, and Rossi belted it in on the 
right. 2-0. 

Mitchell restored Australia’s hopes in the 50th min- 
ute. He challenged Tacconi for a cross from David- 
son, it fell for him, he turned and shot from five met- 
res, but the ball deflected off a defender for a corner. 

Soon after, Mitchell drove in another promising 
shot. The defence failed to clear, a goal still seemed 
likely, but Caricola desperately cleared it off the line. 

A goal had to come, and it did only a minute later, 
when Farina darted past a defender on the left, cut 
inside, and squared the ball to Cant who first-timed it 
high into the net from close range to make the score 
2-1.

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In retaliation, Boniek made a break in the middle 
and slung the ball square to Rossi in space, but David- 
son raced back quickly, went in hard, came away with 
the ball and left Rossi sprawled in his wake. 

Tacconi failed to hold the ball in the 58th minute, 
opening up a scoring possibility for Soper who was 
running into the box. Soper was brought down by Tac- 
coni, but referee Campbell failed to award the penalty 
which Australia deserved. 

Tavola, Furino and Prandelli came on as substi- 
tutes for Vignola, Tardelli and Koetting in the 87th 
minute, and then Rossi went down, causing fears that 
he may have to leave the field as well. Rossi recov- 
ered however, after limping momentarily. 

Bonini connected with Soper in the 70th minute, 
causing the Australian striker to be hurt a second 
time. Juyentus meanwhile, had put all three of its sub- 
stitutes into the midfield, leaving only Rossi up front, 
and Boniek roaming free. 

Davidson cut in from the right and weaved 
brilliantly past Boniek, who didn’t at all like it, so he 
kicked Davidson’s legs from under him. Davidson 
jumped angrily to his feet and confronted Boniek, 
who landed a punch to Davidson’s head. The decision? 
Yellow card only. 

Ratcliffe’s header from a free kick by Cant in the 
79th minute probably was Australia’s best scoring 
chance of the game. Cant’s kick went far-post where 
Ratcliffe, unmarked, came flying through the air, but 
he sent his header over the bar. 

The beginning of the end came for Australia in the 
81st minute. A Socceroo attack broke down, enabling 
Boniek to race 30 metres and lob the ball clinically 
over Greedy, who had come off his line. 

With five minutes left, referee Campbell ruled that 
Mitchell had been pushed during a challenge, and 
awarded a penalty which Yankos converted with a 
low, hard shot that went through Tacconi’s hands. 

Another cross from Davidson brought a shot from 
Mitchell, which was, however, saved, and in the 88th 
minute, Boniek raced clear again, with Yankos 
chasing in vain.

“After all, it’s our players 
who provide the national 
squads. We know if a player is 
injured there is no com- 
pensation. 


“We cop this, we cop hope- 
lessly long periods without in- 
come. But only once, never 
again.” 


“Initially the NSL looked 
like being compensated, and 
then got nothing.” 


Perkins said he was con- 
vinced that soccer had not 
heard the last of the NSL’s 
claim for just financial consid- 
eration in future international 
series. 


“*I think they've earned it,” 
Perkins said. 


“‘To end on a positive note, 
let me reinterate that soccer 
was the winner from the 
current series. 


“‘We proved to the world 
what we in soccer have always 
known — that we can play 
soccer that we are no longer 
second or third raters. 


““We also proved the mass- 
ive contribution the National 
League has made to lift the 
game's standards in Australia 
over the past six or seven 
years.” 


Goulopoulos said the Soc-

*‘Actually, this is the third time I’ve been here and 
it was in 1979 that I played with Frankston. Martin 
Peters was here at the time and we played two games 
together then he had to leave. I played another two 
games after that. 

“T first came here in 1978 on holiday. I was with

Scotland inconsistent?

Okay, let’s look at your football background. How 
did it all start? 

“The usual way. I played my way up through the 
ranks. I was playing juvenile when Hearts signed me 
in 1977 but they were struggling and ended up getting 
relegated that season. John Hagart was the manager 
at the time, then Willie Ormond took over. He’s the 
man who sold me to Chelsea.”’ 

Why did Hearts sell you? 

“They needed the money. They had big financial 
problems then. They’re starting to get over them now. 
Actually there’s only two or three clubs in Scotland 
who are financially sound. Rangers and Aberdeen are 
the best in that regard. Rangers probably are the 
most financial club in Britain. They’ve got thelr own 
pools and they’re making about $3,500,000 a year on 
them. Aberdeen have produced good players and sold 
them for big money, guys like Archibald, Strachan 
and McGhee.” 

And your own club, Dundee United? 

“We've only got about $120,000 to $140,000 to spend 
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Eamonn Bannon 










But Dundee United bought you from Chelsea for 
$300,000 in October, 1979. 

‘United had just sold Ray Stewart to West Ham for 
big money, so they could afford to pay that kind of 
money for me.”’ 

Did you regard your leaving Chelsea as a failure? 

‘No, Not a failure. It was an experience. Chelsea’s 
a big club with a big support. I was only part time at 
Hearts but at Chelsea, of course, 1 was full time.” 

So why did you leave? 

“Geoff Hurst took over as manager and my face 
just didn’t fit. Actually the Dundee United thing just 
came out of the blue.” 
ye about comparing Scottish and English foot- 

? 

‘Well, the good Premier League sides are every bit 
as good as the English sides. Scottish football is all 
hustle, bustle and chase. The problems with Scottish 
football are falling attendances and the violence 
which has crept into the terraces. Remember too, 
that you're battling the elements all the time in Scot- 
land. People won't get out of their armchairs unless 
they know that they're going to be entertained. 

“The whole image of football has changed. It'll 
never be what it used to be. There are too many other 
sports nowadays.”* 
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ae a professional. Does football consume your 
ife? 

“Yes, I suppose it does. It’s literally the best job in 
the world wher you're doing it. I suppose some 
players find it hard if they don't like training but I’ve 
always enjoyed training. I enjoy being fit. 

“If you're playing regularly, you dont’ train hard. 
It's when you're not playing that you train hard. We 
get absolutely pummelled during our pre-season 
training. It’s running, running and more running. You 
do a bit of ball work but not much."’ 

What are the highs and lows of your career with 
Dundee United so far? 

“Well, my first year there we won the League Cup. 
That was the first thing I'd ever won. The major dis- 
appointment was a UEFA Cup game against the Yu- 
goslav team Radnicki Nis, in either 1981 or 1982. We 
hammered them 2-8 at home. It could have been seven 
or eight. Then we had an absolute nightmare against 
them over there. We lost 3-0. What really hurt is that 
they were a very poor side. I don’t mind so much get- 
ting beaten by good sides but they were garbage.” 

You've got three brothers over here, all playing and 
all settled in Australia. Any thoughts about joining 
them on a more permanent basis? ‘ 

““My brothers have a good standard of living in 


Australia and I enjoy a good standard of living in Scot-. 


land. I like living in Scotland and I like playing with 
Dundee United. Everything over there is familiar and 
I'm settled there 

‘I've got no thoughts about settling down here. But 
that’s today. Things change.”’ 

When do you go back home? 

‘I’m only here for a couple more weeks. Dundee 
United is off to Germany on July 20 to play six games 
as part of our build-up for the new Scottish season.” 

I'd love to be a fly on the wall when the Bannon 
brothers get together and talk football. 

1 wonder why Scotland is so inconsistent. Is it be- 
cause of team selection? Is Jock Stein a bad man- 
ager? Are the players organised? Are they coached? 
Do they really give their all? 

I'll probably never know.

Glasgow Rangers showed far greater so- 
phistication, particularly in midfield, to 
beat a New Zealand XI emphatically 
enough, but the Kiwis produced sufficient 
to suggest that they have the foundations of 
a team to test both Australia and Israel. 


Of greatest interest to the home fans was the form of Steve 
Wooddin, returning to international football after a year’s ab- 
sence, and the four newcomers Bill Harris, Colin Walker, 
Paul Halford and Kevin Hagan. 

Wooddin, understandably rusty, showed occasional flashes 
of his best form, Walker was elusive and created space well 
and Halford’s long runs from deep midfield caused Rangers 
some moments of anxiety. 

Harris, though accomplished in defence, looked lost when 
trying to support his forwards as he does in club football, and 
Hagan did not have time to make any mark. 

Although play moved from end to end, the Scots always ap- 
peared the more dangerous, yet had to wait until the 35th 
minute before opening their account — and then with a goal 
completely out of the blue. 

A long through ball by McLelland seemed harmless enough, 
but found the Kiwi defence flat-footed and it was McPherson 
who first realised the possibilities, sprinting through a large 
gap, beating the onrushing van Hattum at the edge of the pen- 
alty area and then netting cooly. 

MacDonald and McPherson both forced excellent saves 
from van Hattum within a minute before Cooper, whose in- 
fluence was growing minute by minute, beat three defenders 
on a mazy dribble, then released MacDonald with an astute 
pass. van Hattum got his hands to the shot, but could not keep 
it out, 

New Zealand finished the half on a defiant note, with 
Turner beating two defenders to a long Garland cross, but 
heading over.

Only on 
the deck did the Kiwis have any penetration. 
In contrast, Ferguson had the appearance of a top rank all- 
round striker and it was he who claimed goal number three, 
picking up a loose ball inside the penalty area, manoeuvring 
himself into a shooting osition and slotting a powerful shot 
beyond van Hattum. 

Wooddin momentarily came to life with a 30 yard block- 
buster, but McCloy always had it well covered. Halford also 
caused stirs of excitement when running purposefully goal- 
ward, yet it was van Hattum who starred for the Kiwis in the 
closing stages, denying Russell, Dawson, Burns and Pater- 
son.
